bomb, badly d am aged the S tand ard Oil 
com pany 's filling station at the corner 
of T hird s tre e t and G alena a venue at 
8:30 o’clock S unday m orning, and Lee 
Good, 
m anage r 
of 
the 
station was 
thow n ten feet across the m ain room 
and a ga inst the safe, but fortunately 
escaped injury. 
E ve ry window in the 
building, some of w hich w ere open at 
the time, was blown out, the glass be­ 
ing brok en into tiny fragm e nts; the 
aii pipes leading from the furnace were 
wreck ed; the register covers in the floor 
w ere blown to the ceiling, tea ring the 
plaster off w here they hit; a nd a re ­ 
inforced partition w as torn loose and 
forced into the oil store room. 
No Ga soline In B uilding. 
T ha t the explosion could have been 
caused by the accum ulation of fum es 
from gasoline is declared to have been 
impossible since there 
is 
no 
gasoline 
k ept 
in 
the building, a nd 
the pipes 
running to the big storage ta nk s do 
not even pass through the basem ent 
of the station. 
A theory tha t the con­ 
cusió n m ight have resulted from com ­ 
bustion of oily rags in the furnace is 
also said to be illogical, since the fire* 
pot of the furnace show s absolutely no 
effect of the explosion. 
D isproval of 
these theories leads the a uthorities to 
believe tha t some a m a te ur Bolshevist 
attem pted w reck ing the building w ith 
an infernal m achine. 
Mr. Good opened the station for busi­ 
ness at 7 o’clock S und ay m orning, and 
at once opened the w indow s in the 
basem ent 
and 
several 
w indow s 
up 
stairs. 
He noticed no fum es w hen he 
opened the door e arly in the m orning 
and there w as no indication a t any tim e 
of accum ulation of a ny gases wiiich 
m ight have caused the explosion. 
Blown Across th e Room. 
At about 8:30 o ’clock he sta rte d to 
the ha'sefnent to a d jus t the air pump. 
A s he started to open tho heavy oak 
door leading into the cellar store room 
it w as blown forw ard aga inst him and 
he was throw n a ga ins t the safe across 
the room, the door being piled on him. 
T he oak door w as d ented to a depth 
of half an inch w here it s truc k the cor 
ner of the safe. 
The .concussion w as felt by all in the 
neighborhood and instantly 
a 
crowd 
rus he d to the building, to m eet 
Mr. 
Good, dazed, but unhurt, com ing out 
the door. 
A call w as sent to the fire 
d e pa rtm e nt but no big 
fire 
resulted 
from the explosion, the only blaze be­ 
ing in the basem ent w here an oil mop, 
used for cleaning the oak floors, was 
just com m encing to blaze. 
W orst Effect In B a sem ent. 
T he w orst effects of the explosion 
w ere 
in 
the basem ent. 
All electric 
w ties, including those to the a uto m a ­ 
tice air pum p, w ere torn loose from 
their fastenings and tw isted up; every 
pipe to the hot air furna c e w as blown 
down and the pa rtitions of tho s ta ir­ 
way were torn loose and brok en. 
Investigation show ed tha t the force 
of the explosion seem ed to have been 
gre atest in tho cold a ir pipe to the 
furnace. 
Supt. G ray and M anager H 
C. Griffin of the Joliet district of the 
S tand ard Oil com pany 
w ere 
notified 
y esterd ay afternoon of the explosion 
and arrived today from Joliet to con- 
dut an official investigation. 
t hief Coffey Inv estiga ted. 
Eire Chief T hom as Coffey a fte r In ves 
tigating the scene y esterd ay m ade a 
second investigation this m orning. M any 
had advanced the. theory tha t oil soak ed 
ra gs and w aste in the 
furna c e 
had 
caused the explosion, b ut this w¿, 
3 dis- 
credited by the chief's state m ent. 
The 
furnace doors were all closed, there w as 
no fire In the furnace w hen the d e pa rt­ 
m ent arrived and no b urning rags in 
or near it. 
T he chief disclosed one fact, tha t of 
finding traces of a bLack , grea sy deposit 
on 1 lie floor in the basem ent, sim ilar to 
the deposit in a gun barrel a fte r the 
use of black jiowder. 
T he furnace it- 
self w as unharm ed and according to the 
chief, an explosion in the furnace would 
ha ve at least blown the doors open and 
fire would have been b urning in the 
fire pot. 
T here w as no tra ce of fire in 
the furnace and the force of the ex
